Committee of the Inner Mongolian Autonomous Government? and the appointment 
of a delegation to the Nationalist Government for the purpose of geting its 
approval of the plan for Mongol autonasy* Prince Te felt that the latter 
negotiations were of a nature so delicate that he dared not trust them to 
anyone but himself. Consequently, he refused to become chairman of the 
Preparatory Committee, since that post would have made it impossible for 
him to go to Canton*
